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A sketch of the unidentified flying object as described by John Kryschuk of Beause- 
jour. Mr. Kryschuk says that the object hovered over his truck when he stopped on 
the highway, then followed him some four miles to Beausejour before suddenly flying 
away 'Mike a bolt of lightning.” Seven other people at Brokenhead reported having 
seen strange flying objects the next evening.

COVER STORYt "REPORT FROM CANADA" la a new column starting In the Fall Issue 
of Saucer News and written by your editor.

The sketch and story of the UFO was printed In the April 9th edition of THE 
BEAVER, a Manitoban newspaper. The event occurred on April 3rd of this year 
on P.T.H. 12 near Beauaejour. It took place around 11:30 p.m. and the UFO 
was about 400 feet above the highway and directly above the witness. It gave 
off a very strange loud humming noise. Seven bands of different colored 
lights were spinning around the object as though they were on belts. Mr. Kry- 
schuk watched It for 10 minutes, got Into his truck & the UFO followed him the 
remaining 4 miles where It went Into the southwest like a lightning bolt. 
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CANADIAN REPORTS 

3-PLATE-SHAPEID UFOa S IGHTED - A Cavan Township family claims to have watch¬ 
ed three yellow objects In a V-formatlon speeding eastward above their home. 
It happened on March 17 at 4:50 p.m. Dan Mills, 55, who says he studied the 
objects through a powerful pair of binoculars, as did his wife and son, est¬ 
imated the speed at 450 mph and about a mile high. They disappeared from 
view after 30 seconds or so. He and Mrs. Mills said that at §:30 the same 
day a radio station reported a woman had telephoned to say she had seen si¬ 
milar objects some miles east of the Mills home. Mr. Mills claimed he had 
been sighting UFOs since the mld-1930s, and always In the Cavan Twp. area. 

UFO BEEPS ON RECORD - A tape recording of UFO beeplngs was made by Mrs. G.C. 
Marshall of Mldnapore, Alberta. The noise Is a strange regular beeping and 
la a new feature added to the rash of UFO sightings In the Calgary area. 

The tape la one of many which have been made. Earlier this year the first 
visual sighting coinciding with the sound was made In the Bragg Creek area. 
At least eight witnesses were present near the home of Harold Norton near 
Bragg Creek when the UFO was sighted. 

Russell Hill, the High River forestry tower lookout who has reported UFOs a 
number of times, claims he has heard the beeping noise on his radio on dif¬ 
ferent occasions. He says other forest rangers have had a similar experi¬ 
ence. (Calgary Albertan, April 1, 1968) 

OVAL-SHAPED. GREEN UTO MAKES LANDING - G. Lovatt of North Bay, Ont., and a 
second person were sitting In a car on Hwy. 63 when they saw the object, 
about 75 feet In diameter appear to land In the bush near Balaam Creek. It 
was at a 30-degree angle with the highway. The object seemed to pulsate at 
/five-second Intervals and was about a quarter mile away from them. They 
saw the object for more than 10 seconds. It was moving smoothly and much 
lower than a meteor. The sighting was made at 3:25 a.m. 

A NORAD Region spokesman at North Bay said that radar scopes at the SAGE 
complex failed to record any Irregular activities In the sky over the area. 

A member of the Nugget staff was awakened by the roaring passage of the ob¬ 
ject overhead. He said the roar was accompanied by a flare of light pul¬ 
sating from green to white that Illuminated the Interior of his home.

This Incident happened In Thoapson, Manitoba, 
between June 15-30th of 1967. It occurred at 
6:00 p.m. and was seen for only three or four 
minutes by Mr. and Mrs. D.F. LeMsrquands, 
three of their children, four neighbors and 
two other children. 

Mrs. LeMarquands had Just entered the house 
when she heard a beeping noise at about one 
second Intervals. Looking out the window, 
she saw dirt and debris moving rapidly around 
the house In a circular pattern. Upon going 
outside, she saw her husband who had Just dri¬ 
ven Into the yard. He and the five children 
were staring up Into the sky. 

At first only dust and dirt, moving In a vor¬ 
tex could be seen, but then Mrs. LeMarquands 
was able to see the object causing the distur¬ 
bance. She described the object as being 
large and shaped much like a pack of cigarettes 
although she later commented that It might 
have been cube-shaped. It was revolving counter¬ 
clockwise and appeared to have alternating shiny al¬ 
uminum and then black sides as It moved. It had no 
apparent openings or lights, and It was now dead silent. 

As she watched the object, Mrs. LeMarquands was distract¬ 
ed by a scuffling sound and she looked to the ground to 
see a 13-year-old boy from across the street pinning down 
her 8-year-old daughter. At this time the object started 
moving off at a 45-degree angle, levelled off, hovered, and 
then left on a level course towards the southeast. 

Mrs. LeMarquands attention was then drawn toward the children, 
all of whom were visibly shaken, except her 8-year-old daugh¬ 
ter. The whirlwind had stopped and the little girl was now 
standing by herself. The other children were eventually sufficiently calm 
In order to say that their 8-year-old playmate had risen Into the air to¬ 
wards the slowly revolving object. The 13-year-old boy had grabbed her when 
she was about three feet off the ground. The children reported that the 
little girl's skirt, blouse, and hair had ridden straight up her body when 
she was rising. When asked If she could remember anything, the girl replied 
that she could remember nothing from the Instant the wind started until she 
stood up. 



Mrs. LeMarquands further reported that all the debris that had been blown 
up had been dropped In a vard across the street as the object moved off. 

She also stated that the ”wlnd" had revolved around their home only, with¬ 
out touching neither of the neighboring homes nor the grass outside the 
"circle", "it was almost as though a huge glass container had been placed 
over them, the area Involved was so exact," Mrs. LeMarquand reported.

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RED-DOMED UFO SEEN BY FAMILY 
"It waa aaucer-ahaped with a deep 
red dome. Underneath It waa a 
brilliant white, and the lower 
rim changed from green to blue". 
Thla waa the eye-wltneaa deacrlp- 
tlon of a UPO alghtlng made at 
Paraon, B.C., on December 30, 1967- 

A houaewlfe and mother who, with 
her huaband and 12-year-o,ld aon, 
watched the ant lea of a UFX) for 
more than four hour a. Mr a. Mary 
Hough aald ahe had been unable to 
aleep and about 3 a.n. ahe aat at 
the front room window and watched 
the atara. At that time ahe aaw a 
very bright atar which dlaappeared 
aometlme later. At about 3:30 a.n. 
another bright atar appeared. She 
lined It up with a fir tree In the 
yard and realized It waa moving In 
the pattern of a atalrcaae. Mra. 
Hough got her 8x30 blnoculara and 
gave the above deacrlptlon except 
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that It alao changed Ita poaltlon from 
horizontal to vertical. She watched 
the object for about an hour and about 
4:30 a.m. awakened her huaband who al¬ 
ao watched the UPO. At about 6 a.m., 
ahe awakened her aon who alao watched 
the object. 

The Hough family watched It until 
ahortly after 7 a.m. when they la at 
aaw It and the object went atralght up.

UPO OBSERVED NEAR POWER .-OLE 

Mra. Laurence Hegga, of Bengough, Saak., 
aaw the UPO on Peb. 19 and It atayed 
vlalble for about 20 mlnutea (ll:40 to 
12:10). She flrat heard a loud, ahrlll 
aound and then aaw the object moving 
over a power pole about 1 foot above It. 
The object made aeveral tuma over the 
yard and at one point dropped atralght 
down to within three feet of the ground. 
It waa aeveral feet (about .7) wide and 
about 5 feet In height. She aald It 
waa aluminum In color and appeared to 
have milky tinted wlndrwa. The noise 
waa ao loud the cattle atayed In the 
bam until the object dlaappeared and 
the dog on the farm waa 
alao dlaturbed by 
the shrill sound. 
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THIS UFO 13 DIFFERENT^ - Fred Passmore was out pruning fruit trees on his 
small farm two miles west of Dundas, Ont., when he saw a UPO. It was orange 
In the center and black toward the edges. It was the shape of a box kite 
but "it wasn't as square as you would expect a box kite to be," It fits no 
description of any known aircraft he has ever seen or heard about. His qua¬ 
lifications as an observer are Impressive, serving with the RCAF and 12 years 
In the RCAF counter-intelligence, ",,,lt was nothing that exists, as far as 
I know, In our arsenal," he said. He had special occasion to look up at the 
sky that day of April 7 aa his two sons were on a flight as part of their 
air cadet training. The object appeared to be beneath the plane, "At first 
It looked as though It was hanging beneath the plane," Passmore said. 

The UFO was about 60-degrees from the horizon and continued In a westerly 
direction and took about 3 or 4 seconds to pass from view completely. The 
object was at about 20,000 feet but left no condensation trail. The sky 
was clear, sun shining and viewing conditions were excellent. The object 
was five or slx-slded, with two sides quite long, giving It an almost cof¬ 
fin shape, with a point at the head, (Hamilton Spectator, April 8, 1968) 

FLYING SAUCER LANDS ON GEORGIAN BAY - An Espanola, Ont., woman and her fam- 
lly were vacationing In Parry Sound at a cottage and had been watching the 
eclipse of the moon when they looked out Into the bay and noticed what they 
first thought to be a fire, 

"It was a fiery glow at first and It seemed to be moving. It came closer 
and we noticed It was a craft of some type with red, yellow and green lights. 
We watched It for about an hour until It sped across the channel and up Into 
the aky," said the woman. 

The craft appeared about three Inches long In perspective and remained out¬ 
side the 5-nille buoy In the bay. "It moved back and forth verv quickly. It 
seemed to us that the thing was moving with a circular motion, ' she added,

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MYSTERY AT 
CHARLESWOOD 

On Sunday night, Oct. 22 and Monday 
a,ED. Oct. 23, the RCAF, ROMP and 
others were trying to determine what 
more than 17 peraona reported over 
the Westdale area at that tlEoe. The 
UFX) waa first sighted at about 6:45 
p.m. A Westdale woman saw It hover¬ 
ing over a house across the street. 

Another Westdale homeowner and hla 
wife saw the lights which were now a 
red color. They moved at great speed 
and changed shape and seemed to form 
a figure ?• 

Two streets over, a salesman and a 
saleswoman were readying to close up 
their office In a new subdivision of 
several hundred new houses, some with 
only the basements dug out so far. 

Across from five show homes Is a vac¬ 
ant ploughed field. To the west of one 
of the houses Is a triangular field 
separated from the houses by a street 
and a drainage ditch. This waa the 
field where their sighting took place. 

The salesman waa returning from one 
of the houses when he noticed direct¬ 
ly ahead In the field about two hund¬ 
red and fifty yards away, two small 
purplish-red lights tilted at an ang¬ 
le of 45 degrees. The distance be¬ 
tween them was about 150 feet. The 
first light was stationary and appear¬ 
ed to be suspended In the air about the height of a telephone pole above 
the field. The light on the right seemed to be stationary on or slightly 
above the ground. The man walked closer and then saw a third light, a lit¬ 
tle brighter that appeared on the surface of the field between the first 
two. There was no sound. The saleslady Joined him on the front lawn. The 
lights then blossomed to a diameter of 2 or 3 feet and began to pulsate, 
brighten and dim at 2 or 3 second Intervals, but not In sequence with each 
other. The lights started moving again, at times converging on the couple 
and then retreating to their original positions In the air. 

The salesman remembered he had binoculars In the car and went to get them 
when a car approached. He flagged them down and two men, two women and two 
small girls got out of the car and stood watching the pulsating lights. 

Just then, a fifth light dropped down through the clouds. It hung under the 
clouds, straight above them, casting a rosy glow on the clouds above It. 

The other lights started to drift about 100 feet northward. Just then air¬ 
planes were heard over Charleswood. One plane passed overhead. Finally, 
the lights changed places Into a geometrically perfect triangle being led by 
the first light, dipping and bobbing over the highway. They reached a hydro 
line, broke off formation Into a single line, the wires lighting up as they 
sped over them. Later they hovered over a TV broadcasting tower and then 
took off Into the northwest. 

The next morning the salesman and a foreman went looking for evidence In the 
field. A small pile of stones In a circular heap and surrounded by many

"I noticed that the light appeared to be pul¬ 
sating. As I watched, the UFD started to get larger, still pulsating, as 
though It was coming towards me. I went toward the house, calling for my 
daughter to come out and look. As I did so, the object stopped, hovered and 
finally vanished behind some trees." 

When her daughter appeared, the object reappeared, still pulsating and It 
started to climb swiftly on an erratic course. It went behind some trees 
but was still visible. The two women called the Burnaby ROMP. “The officer 
said they would contact them later. Mrs. McPherson locked the house and 
went to bed. 

At 3 a.m. Mrs. McPherson was awakened by the phone. It was the ROMP telling 
her they were sending two men over to take their statements. A third state¬ 
ment came from Dan Qoodbout, a young man who was staying with them. Asked 
about the Incident, a spokesman for the Burnaby ROMP said that he had no ex¬ 
planation for the ^unusual procedure" unless the matter was of extreme urgen¬ 
cy. "But there was no urgency In this case and I cannot offer an explana¬ 
tion," he said. 

The radar control center at Vancouver Airport reported "nothing unusual".

small footprints leading to and from the pile of stones. A few yards away 
were 3 areas about 30 to 40 feet apart where the footprints were concentra- 
-ted In a circle of about 2 yards. It was as though they wore all crowding 
to get Into or onto a ladder of their flying machines. From the three 
trampled areas, sots of footprints In straight lines radiated out for a dis¬ 
tance of 60 or 70 yards always In pairs. At least 8 creatures were Involved* 
The prints wore about 7 Inches long and about 2f" wide but the oddest thing 
was that they all walked the same. The heels pressed deeper than the toes. 

It appeared that no ankle movement was present. Where the soil was wetter, 
the prints came to a point at the toes. The heels left a rounded depression 
with a Cuban heel Impression. The foreman experienced a sudden headache 
when he first bent over the pile of stones. The estimated weight of the 
creatures would bo about to 50 pounds each. 

Before the salesman went to sleep that night his face and hands became hot 
as If by wlndbum or sunburn. The next day his legs ached and In the evening 
his car took a long time to start and remained that way for 3 weeks, the 
condition eventually disappearing. A hot feeling came Into his thl^ for 
about a month, turning Into a cool feeling In January* He purchased a com¬ 
pass to check for magnetism and found that everything In the UPO location 
was highly magnetized, especially the steel flag pole of the show home. Hie 
car also was magnetized. The curious thing was that everything was magnet¬ 
ized on the side facing the 5 objects. He found that his nbn-magnetlc watch 
and a nail file were also affected. 

On Dec. 10 the man looked at his tongue In the mirror and was horrified to 
see It a yellow-greenish color. He dashed to the doctor for tests* The 
blood showed a significant drop In white blood cell count* Both he and 
the saleslady were very dry after the sighting. He lost his sense of taste 
or so It seemed* Everything he ate tasted the same and there was a taste 
of copper or metal in his mouth. The doctor said the tongue coating was 
caused by dehydration. 

The RCAF tried to say the objects seen were 4 Otter aircraft but this Is not 
logical because the planes would have been over Gharleswood and out of sight 
within minutes.(3ources:Wlnnlpeg Free Press, Oct. 24/67 and CAPRQ, Winnipeg)

TWIN UFOs CIRCLE SKY NEAR HOME - At approximately 11:45 Sunday night, 

April 28th, 2 UFXJs circled the sky southwest of the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Relnhard Sell In the Beaver Flat district of Saskatchewan. The glowing ob¬ 
jects moving at high speed, circled In the area for some time before one 
headed north and disappeared In the distance. The second object also head¬ 
ed north but remained In sight and began circling again. It stopped, hov¬ 
ering "for some time", before moving off Into the north out of sight. Mrs. 
Sell said both UFOs appeared about the size of a plngpong ball when she 
first saw them. One of the objects "turned orange once" she said.

It finally 
changed to a tangerine color and when last seen was a gold color with an 
Iridescent glow. Chief of Police E.H. Gray who also viewed the object, 
stated the moon was seen In the sky at the same time.

BUZZING NOISE ACCOMPANIES HOUSE-SIZED UFO - A lady at Ste. Anne, Manitoba 
reports seeing a UFO the size of a house about the middle of April. She 
said she was awakened at night by a strange buzzing noise and looking out 
of the window saw an object covered with lights. She was unable to see It 
clearly because the bright lights obscured Its shape and the night was fair¬ 
ly dark. The UFO rose Into the air and disappeared shortly after she saw 
It some hundred yards from her house In an open pasture-llke area. 

A young lady near Blumenort also reports being awakened by something unusu¬ 
al at night. She said she woke up around 2:30 a.m. on April 13th when a 
strange light Illuminated her room. There was no noise. Mystified, she 
went outside but was unable to see anything that could have made the light. 
Sightings Identical to the latter one reported have occurred several times 
In the Grand Beach area In the last few months. In most cases, persons be¬ 
ing awakened by such lights then saw a strange object or light moving around 
In the sky nearby. Presently there are up to three sighting a week In the 
BeauseJour-Grand Beach area.

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UFO CONFERENCE HELD AT CHIPPAWA. ONT. - 

On June 7, 1966, the first North American UFO Symposium 
was sponsored by Robert Cummings, producer of a new syn¬ 
dicated radio program known as STRANGE FATE. Cummings 
Is a Canadian broadcast Journalist and also Communica¬ 
tions Officer of NICAP Sub-Commltte #3. There was a 
preponderance of NICAP associates from New York state 
headed by Jim Slpprell, their up-state N.Y. Co-ordlna- 
tor. Other delegates who spoke were Brad Steiger, noted 
Independent UFO researcher and author of books which 
deal with flying saucers and other phenomena. Bill 
Weltzel, President of the UFO Institute of Pittsburgh, 

Pa., and Leo Katchen assisted In answering questions 
put foirward by the press, especially those of Bill Nel¬ 
son, a reporter for the Union Sun & Journal of Lockport, 

N.Y., who. was the most Inquisitive of those attending. 

Lee Katchen, an atmospheric physi¬ 
cist at NASA, talked about reports 
by the USAF for the year's 1951-53; 
a description of pulsars and their 

relation to UFOs, If any. Ho feels that UTOs may be 
extraterrestrial probes from evidence he has examined 
so far. 

Weltzel's group Intends to set up Instruments In the 
Pittsburgh area to monitor flights of UFOs as their 
final goal. 

It was learned that 13 reports Issued by Project Grudge 
and Bluebook during the 1951-53 period totalling 200 
pages are planned for publication as a 1-volume supple¬ 
ment to THE UFO EVIDENCE. 

Brad Steiger Informed the group of Men-In-Black activi¬ 
ty and a contactee case which he has under Investigation. 

Rod Tennyson from the Institute for Aerospace Studies, 
University of Toronto, said that seven scientists were 
Involved In their Investigation of UAPs (unidentified 
aerospace phenomena) but It was too early to make any 
statements as to their findings for general release. 

A1 Vezlna obtained a 16mm film of the CBC's program "Through the Eyes of 
Tomorrow" which spotlighted UFOs and this was shown to the entire group. 
Including your editor, most of whom had not seen It at the time It was air¬ 
ed on TV. 

An Informal group gathered together after the open discussions ended for the 
press and expressed their opinions that the whole affair was a successi 
Everyone Is looking forward to the 2nd conference to be held In 1969. 

Mr. Cummings felt, as did the rest of the gathering that this symposium was 
a good beginning to bring about better communications pertaining to UFO 
phenomena between those conscientiously researching this area and the press 
reporting on It. He feels the press should treat this subject with some 
respect.
